GOOD NEIGHBOURS 

Love a luncheon? Then gather your 
neighbours and make it an event to 
remember on Sunday 2 June, when the fifth 
annual Big Lunch takes place. Last year’s 
event saw 8.5 million people come together 
over the Diamond Jubilee weekend. 

The event is a one-day get-together for 
neighbours - an Eden Project idea funded 
by the Lottery - encouraging communities 
to get together.

On a recent tour down under, our favourite Camberwell comedian discovers 
that Melbourne has come of age - partly modelled on Peckham 


My month...

H ello. I have been away, did you 
even notice? Yes the old man 
and I upped sticks and jetted off 
to Australia so that I could ply my 
trade over there - two weeks of 
solid gigging at the Melbourne International 
Comedy Festival, no less. 

This was my fourth time in Melbourne, and 
boy has it changed. I was last there six years ago, 
when it was a nice, if slightly suburban, city. Not 
any more. Melbourne has gone cool - imagine a 
massive Shoreditch crossed with an episode of 
Sex and The City. I have never seen so many 
fashionistas hanging around drinking cocktails. 
Melbourne is all pierced eyebrows, boys in skinny 
dungarees and roof-top bars (someone has 
obviously been to Frank's Campari Bar in 
Peckham and copied the idea 100 times over). 

Once upon a time, I felt culturally superior to 
Melbournians (after all, Ich bin ein Londoner, and 
London is the best city in the world), but there is 
a feeling of optimism in Australia, which possibly 
goes hand-in-hand with nice weather and the fact 
their economy isn't in crisis. The dollar is strong 
and the pound is weak, consequently British 
visitors all over Oz are reeling from their prices 
- it's £20 for a paperback book, £3.50 for a small 
bottle of diet coke and a posh loaf of artisan 
bread can cost you almost a tenner. 

There was a time when I used to stroll around 
Melbourne's department stores laughing at the

cheapness of their goods. Not anymore. This 
time I didn't even venture into the clothes shops, 
I just pressed my nose against the windows and 
dribbled. The expensive loaf became our evening 
meal of 'grilled bread' for two days running! 

And it's not just the city centre that's thriving 
- all the run-down suburbs have been gentrified 
too. Think Bellenden Road with knobs on. You 
can't walk two steps without stumbling on yet 
another indie coffee shop (this place takes their 
'flat whites' very seriously - in two weeks I never 
had a less-than-perfect latte. Apart from the 
ubiquitous Pie Face, where all pies are available 



'stacked' (with added gravy and mushy peas), 
Melbourne is remarkably chain free, and it's as 
easy to get sushi as a sandwich anywhere. 

To be honest, my poor 53-year-old taste buds 
didn't really know what had hit them, literally; 
considering we share the same language it was 
amazing how many times I had to ask a waiter 
for help - Dukkha eggs, anyone? Food is their 
thing, the madder the better, by the end of the 
trip I was getting quite blase - the day before 
we left I ordered cuttlefish skewers and, as I sat 
eating them overlooking St Kilda beach, the sun 
shining and Lunar Park rattling in the distance, 

I was almost overwhelmed by a feeling of my own 
good fortune... and then they brought the bill!

Shannon Denny catches up with the community-spirited Camberwell 
resident, golden girl of British film and television and OBE, Jenny Agutter 


T t's not often enough that you 

hear someone make a comparison 
between sunny LA and south 
London. When that someone 
happens to be the BAFTA- 
winning actress and Hollywood veteran 
Jenny Agutter, you'd be wise to sit up 
and listen. 

Tve travelled all my life and I've 
always lived in mixed environments,' 
she says. 'Los Angeles is actually very 
mixed. The thing about north of the river 
to me, is that it just seems very social 
socially exclusive. One of the things 
I enjoy about Camberwell is that it 
is much more inclusive. It has a real 
dynamic community to it.' 

That sense of community of course 
is down to people like Jenny herself. 

The daughter of a British army officer 
who spent her childhood in Germany, 
Singapore and Cyprus, she's best known 
for her work on the screen and stage 
- The Railway Children , An American 
Werewolf in London and Equus are 
among the early roles that sealed 
her reputation. 

Together with her husband and son, 
Jenny moved here 13 years ago, drawn 
by the excellent schools and elegant 
Georgian architecture. Then two years 
ago when the family opted to downsize, 
they couldn't bear to leave SE5. 

'We decided we would move from 
our lovely Georgian house into a flat. 
We'd been looking all round because 
we wanted a particular kind of place to 
buy. And then they were doing up the 
building opposite us on Grove Lane. So 
we've ended up there, across the road!' 

Reflecting on her decade in the 
historic home, Jenny admits, Tt's not the 
easiest living! A Georgian townhouse 
is gorgeous, but it keeps one fit. It 
was five floors with two rooms a floor 
basically. No cupboards, great big 
windows, all the bedrooms tightly at 
the top and then three floors for sitting 
around in,' she observes with a laugh. 

Perhaps because the former house 
is in view of the current one, the 
transition to a new-build hasn't been too 
traumatic. Tt's different, we use rooms 
in a different way,' she says. 'If you start

from scratch, as opposed to fitting in, 
there's something very nice about it.' 
The home's layout even includes an 
office for the actress. Various phones 
ring off their hooks in the course 
of our interview, and it is obvious that 
a dedicated space for her work life 
is more than welcome. 

In June she'll begin filming the third 
season of Call the Midwife , and this 
will take her through to November. 
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The hit BBC drama series - which also 
stars Vanessa Redgrave and Miranda 
Hart - is set in 1950s east London. 

A creation of the production company 
founded and owned by film director 
Sam Mendes, it's been hugely successful 
in the US as well as here. 

'It's one of those things; the scripts 
have been really good/ Jenny says. 

Tt's great fun to do - I like working 
with the people and I'm enjoying it 
enormously/ The show seems to hold 
its own easily among the raft of great 
television being generated on both sides 
of the Atlantic. There's really good TV 
around - wonderful adventure tales, 
off-the-wall detective stories, things 
coming from America, good stuff from 
PBS. There's a real mix and I think the 
quality has got a lot better.' 

But raising the bar of entertainment 
being broadcast via the small screen is 
only a partial view into Jenny's current 
work. In fact, when she was invited to 
Buckingham Palace last summer to 
receive an OBE, it was in recognition 
not for her 40-year contribution to 
drama as you might assume, but instead 
for her services to charity. 

Tt's kind of weird because you get 
this brown envelope that you think is a 
parking ticket,' she recalls with laughter. 
'You open it and it says you've been 
considered for doing this, but don't tell 
anyone for the next six months - by 


which time you forget completely! 
Suddenly they announce it and you meet 
the Queen, and she is lovely.' 

For this Camberwell resident, charity 
really does begin at home. For example, 
she's a patron of Theatre Peckham, 
a company that extends arts education 
and training to young people in and 
around Southwark. And in January, 
she cut the ribbon on the refurbished 
Camberwell Leisure Centre. 

My niece has Cystic 
Fibrosis. When she 
was bom the median 
life expectancy was 
eight - it’s now 41 

'It has been a fantastic community 
effort to make sure we didn't lose that 
as a public baths. It's a wonderful place. 
I'm a member - I just did a workout 
there today,' she reveals. 'I've got 
to do that because now I'm in a flat 
I haven't got all those stairs to run up 
and down!' 

Jenny's most recent local charity 
event was last month's Dulwich Park 
Fun Run, but her involvement there was 
not motivated by keeping fit without 
stairways but rather a cause that's 


incredibly close to her own heart, 
the Cystic Fibrosis Trust. 

'I'm involved because I found out 34 
years ago that my niece had CF. She's 
now 34, but when she was born they 
basically said, 'The median life 
expectancy is eight.' It's now 41/ With 
the Trust celebrating its 50th anniversary 
next year, this progress is in large part 
due to funds the charity has raised. 'The 
age you would expect someone to live 
has risen enormously because of better 
care, medication, research and 
physiotherapy.' 

Jenny's role this year was to start the 
races and present the winners' medals. 
Could she be tempted to be on the other 
side of the finish line in future? 

'My nephew did the marathon for 
Cystic Fibrosis Trust just the other day. 
It's very emotional, it's wonderful. My 
sister-in-law said to me, 'Don't you think 
we should do it next year?' And I was 
thinking, 'No! You must be joking!' 

I think she'd just had too many wines. 
But in the Dulwich run I could join in 
the 5k. Even at sort of a trot, I could just 
about do that,' she smiles. With that 
sunny outlook and can-do attitude that 
Jenny's known for, I for one would not 
bet against her. 

The eighth Cystic Fibrosis Trust Dulwich Park 
Fun Run takes place on Saturday 25 May.

HERITAGE 


History begins at home 

Curious about your home’s past lives? Archistory brings the hidden histories 
of houses to light through drawings and narratives, finds Shannon Denny 




E ver since leaving St Martin's in 1990, Ben Taggart 
has worked as an architectural modelmaker and 
designer. Over the years he's created countless 
models of period buildings where no original plans 
were available: 'Consequently as part of a commission I 
would have to draw up a set of plans from which to 
make the model,' he explains. 'I learned the techniques 
of architectural drawing using pen and ink from my 
father, who was an interior designer.' 

When he moved to a West Dulwich house built in 
1897, Ben found a new outlet for his pen-and-ink s kill s. 
'The previous owner left a large envelope of paperwork 
for us. Hidden among the instructions for the washing 
machine were a pack of beautiful deeds and documents 
all on vellum paper, telling us who the first owners were 
and even some later occupants. I was hooked.' 

He brought in the help of his friend and local 
historian Paul Murray to investigate the history of the 
house. Paul is the great-great grandson of Sir James 
Murray, editor of the first Oxford English Dictionary, so 
it's fair to say he knows a thing or two about words. He 
began his work as a local historian, when he wrote a 
short history of the Grade II-listed Aged Pilgrims' Rest¬ 
home in Camberwell, an 1830 building in which he lives. 

'Gradually I amassed a small pile of documents and 
maps,' Ben says of his own home. 'And it struck me that 
it would be wonderful to have all of this information in 
one place and in a legible form, as I had struggled to 
read some of the Victorian handwriting. The answer 
was an architectural drawing of the house incorporating 
all the information I'd discovered. I wanted to not only 
record the history of the house but also its design.' 

The outcome, a gorgeous execution of the home's 
exterior alongside a narrative history, was too good to 
keep under wraps. So together Ben and Paul dovetailed 
their talents and launched Archistory, a unique business 
that creates bespoke records for homeowners wishing 
to display and celebrate their property's provenance.

typical of the mid-Victorian fashion 
for combining Iralianare Classicism 
and the Neo-Gothic style. 

The first owner was Henry Fisher Esq. of 
2* Heme Hill in the County of Surrey', 
who sold the freehold on the 5“ August 
1893 to Mt Walter Fortescue, a landlord 
of 215 Mare Street, Hackney' for the 
sum of £208. The house was then let to 
its first occupier John Fogden, a retired 
civil servant. He lived there with his wife 
Fanny and their four children Lilian, 
Florence, Carlotta and Thomas. T1»e 
Fogdens also had a lodger James Ferrier, 
and a servant Jane Porter. In 1905 the 
parish boundaries changed, and 
Holmdene Avenue, originally pan of the 
Parish of St Mary at Lambeth, became 
pan of the Diocese of Southwark. 

No. 122 was sold to Frederick Sandall in 
1910. Sandall was a retired Ship Broker 
Transfer Clerk to the National Telephone 
Company. A widower, he lived with his 
daughter Emma and son James, who 
was a Clerk to the Lloyd's Register 
of Shipping. The family had one 
domestic servant. Daisy Linley. 

After World War I the house remained 
unoccupied for two years, and was then 
owned from 1921 to 1928 by George 
and Beatrice Cooper. It was then 
purchased by a commercial landlord and 
kt out during the 1930s to the Carter 
family, John Higgins and Henry Farr. 
They remained during the Second Work! 
War, the street being mercifully saved 
from the bombing and rocket attacks 
which damaged much of the local area. 

In 1946 the new tenants were Joseph and 
Emily Egglestonc, and John and Elsie 
Cossins with their son Leslie. The Cossins 
stayed until I960. The house was then 
bought by Phillip and Bridget Rudden. 
They rented part of it out in a scries of 
short lets, which reflected the changing 
times in Herne Hill. The Ruddcns sukl 
no. 122 in 1983 to property developers, 
and for the neat 10 years the house was 
divided up and let out, again on a 
short term basis, to single tenants. 

In 1995 Piets Hcywocth, a former 
headmaster of James Allen Preparatory 
School bought the house with Elin 
Daniels, and they lived there until 1997. 
It was then repurchased by developers. 
Its current owners Graham 
and Sarah Parsons acquired it in 1999 
and undertook substantial renovation. 
They now live there with (heir 
two daughters Catherine and Alice. 


KTJS he area now known as Heme Hill 
Lfjwas first mentioned in the 18* 
century. It is likely that it was named 
after a family of city merchants who 
owned local property. Before the 
Reformation the surrounding land 
belonged to the Church, and being well 
wooded and suitable for chasing deer, it 
became part of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury's hunting ground. During 
Cromwell's Interregnum, many of the 
trees were felled for the Lord Protector's 
shipbuilding programme. By rhe 1770s 
Samuel Sanders the timber merchant had 
purchased most of it. He began to grant 
long leases to wealthy merchants and city 
bankers, and ic was at this time that 
Dulwich Hill' became Herne Hill. The 
area soon became known as the 
‘Belgravia of South London'. The 
Sanders family management of the land, 
combined with Edward Alleyn's 
management of the neighbouring 
Dulwich Estate, ensured that the area's 
growth was gradual and controlled, 
avoiding speculative over-development. 


Holmdene Avenue was built on land the 
Mosprcux family had owned since 1823. 
The construction of a row of eleven 
residencies at the Half Moon Lane end 
began in 1892. No. 14. as 122 
Holmdene Avenue was then known, was 
completed in 1893. 'rhe only other 
houses in the road were eight villas which 
lay nearer Heme Hill. By 1907 the street 
had been completed, and houses ran 
from endtu end. It was in this year that 
the property gained its new number 122. 


The house was designed with a well- 
proportioned and imposing facade 
typical of the period. It was faced in red 
brick, made fashionable by the Queen 
Anne Revival, while the structure of the 
house itself was made from yellow 
lasndon stock brick. The two-storey bay 
had half-hips which gave it a vertical 
Gothic quality, while the mouldings 
on the lintels and over the front 
door gave a hint of the Classical.

B usy, bustling cities are not 
where you expect to find 
beautiful gardens, but many 
residents still manage to pull 
off amazing floral feats.

The Weekend is presented in 
association with The National 
Trust, which is helping to 
make the city's hidden green 
spaces accessible to as many 
people as possible.

35 CAMBERWELL 
GROVE, 

CAMBERWELL SE5 8JA 

* Open as part of the National 
Gardens Scheme on Sunday 9 June 
(12pm-6pm). £3.50, kids free 

This plant-packed 120ft by 20ft garden 
is the perfect borrowed landscape. 
Cultivated over some 28 years by 
Lynette Hemmant and Juri Gabriel 
into a romantic country-style garden, 
it is simply brimming with colour 
and overflowing with pots, including 
some with huge 6ft lilies. In June, 
spectacular old roses, many of them 
ramblers and climbers, stretch the full 
length of the winding garden, swamping 
artist Lynette's studio and festooning an 
old iron staircase at the back of the 
house. Lynnette still enjoys painting the 
garden, which boasts the charming 
backdrop of St Giles Church, in all its

Choumert Square, built in the latter half 
of the 19th century, presents to the 
visitor not a square, but a laneway 
of 46 tiny cottage gardens, leading to 
a communal 'secret garden'. Described 
by the media as a 'floral canyon' for 
their abundance of flowers, these mini 
gardens have evolved over some 
25 years, triggered initially by the 
gardening passions of a few residents 
that spread to the neighbours. The 
square was also highly commended 
in a London Squares Competition.

Highlights include the wonderful 
variety of roses growing in the square, 
the impressive mix of trees - including 
birch, willow, eucalyptus, robinia 
and acer - and the colourful array 
of perennial border plants 
and annuals, many of which 
are home grown. 

The Open Day is primarily 
about gardens and sharing 
with others the residents' 
love of this little corner of the 
city; but it is also renowned 
for its demonstrable 
community spirit. 

Visitors will find 
themselves invited to sit 
and partake of a wide 
variety of refreshments 
while perusing the 
artwork, crafts, cakes 
and plants on sale and 
enjoying the live music.

Crawford and Rosemary Lindsay's 
rectangular 150ft x 40ft garden features 
a varied range of plants. Visited by 
people from all over the world and 
featured on Alan Titchmarsh's Love 
Your Garden , the space uses paths, 
screens, evergreen trees and shrubs 
to create structure and intrigue. 

Parts of the garden are in deep 
shade and parts in hot sunny spaces, 
meaning good plant diversity, 
including varieties of Abutilon, 
Prostanthera, Acacia (mimosas), 
australis and the rare white 
Bergenia emiensis. The planting is 
dense with a variety of leaf shape 
and texture, movable containers and 
selective self-sown wild flowers. 

Rosemary, an award-winning 
botanical artist, once said while in 
conversation with Elspeth Thompson 
for the Sunday Telegraph : 'We've had 
to get up to a lot of tricks to make 
this long town garden more interesting...

Tom Parker Bowles 

Trawling London for the finest food is thirsty work, so where to 
go for the perfect tipple? Our columnist goes window shopping 


T f ever there were a shop built for 
window quaffing, it's Gerry's 
Wine and Spirits (gerrys.uk.com) 
in Soho. I've lost count of how 
many hours five wasted there 
over the years, gazing through the 
window at bottles of booze in their every 
form. It's a glittering monument to the 
distiller's art, a place where rare and 
potent absinthes sit shoulder to shoulder 
with obscure Polish fire waters, 
seductive aperitifs, soothing digestifs 
and vodka kept in everything from 
crystal skulls to Swarovski crystal 
decanters. They even have porn star 
rum. Seriously, Ron de Jeremy is Ron 
Jeremy's very own 'adult' dram. 

A swift stumble down Old Compton 
Street, where Gerry's has sat for nearly 
30 years, finds you outside The Vintage 
House (freespace.virgin.net/ 
vintagehouse.co), a whisky wonderland 
with 1,350 varieties of malts, some rarer 
than a dry British summer. Again, staff 
are true specialists, with deep 
knowledge not just of smoky Islays and 
spicy North Highlands, but of bourbons, 
Irish Whiskys and Japanese blends. As 
well as some pretty stunning Calvados, 
Armanacs and Cognacs too. Their wine 
selection is equally impressive. Two of 
the capital's greatest drink shops, 
perched on one small road. 

Just around the corner is another 
Soho classic, Milroys (milroys.co.uk), 
small but perfectly formed. You'll find 
some truly scarce whisky bottlings here, 
and the staff are top notch. A few streets 
across, sitting in the old Hammer 
building, is newcomer Amathus 
(amathusdrinks.com), which has a 
stunning tequila and mescal collection. 

Then there's wine. London has long 
glugged back the port, claret and 
Madeira, and our thirst for the grape is 
still raging. Ok, so you'd need more than 
a few shillings to get your hands on the 
great First Growths. Berry Brothers and 
Rudd (bbr.com) opened their St James' 
Street doors in 1698. The selection is 
huge, their premises as handsome as it's 
old. Although you can frolic in all the 
Petrus and Lafite a man could desire, 
there's also some great value in their list. 


My other high-end favourite is 
Corney and Barrow (corneyandbarrow. 
com). They might be relative newcomers 
when compared to Berry's (Edward 
Bland Corney opened his first shop in 
1780), but their list makes for wonderful 
reading, and takes in both old and new 
worlds too. Justerini and Brooks 
(justerinis.com) is another St James' 
stalwart, and the people behind the 
world famous J&B whisky. Moving west, 
I find it rather difficult to wander past 
Lea and Sandeman (leaandsandeman. 
co.uk) without dropping in (you'll find 
stores in Chelsea, Barnes, Kensington 
and Chiswick). Their Burgundies are 
particularly strong. The Winery 
(thewineryuk.com) in W9 is another 
brilliant independent, especially strong 
on small growers as well as having one 
of the best Riesling selections in town. 

If Italian wines make you swoon, then 
a great wine writing friend recommends 
Vini Italiani (vini-italiani.co.uk) on Old 
Brompton Road, SW7. 'Probably the 
best place to try and buy Italian wines in 
London,' he says between sips. High 
praise indeed. 

And if price is really no object, and 
you're after that elusive six litre bottle of 
La Tache '96 (yours for around £30,000), 
then Hedonism, in Mayfair's Davies 
Street, is the place for you. The name 
might be a little naff, but there's no 
doubting the treasures within. Most of 
us couldn't afford to sniff the stuff, let 
alone glug it, but it's a lot of fun to walk 
around all the same. 

Finally, a tour of boozers' London 
wouldn't be complete without gin. So 
get down to the wonderful Ginstitute 
just above Notting Hill's Portobello Star 
(portobellostarbar.co.uk), a tiny gin 
museum complete with all sorts of 
artefacts. Or book onto a Sipsmith 
distillery tour (sipsmith.com). Both 
combine elegant drinking with some 
serious learning. London history has 
never tasted so sweet.

Crystal Palace’s Yuki Gomi loves sushi, and wants to 
teach us just how simple it can be to make at home 


M aking sushi sounds 

awfully fun, but rather 
daunting, no? Even 
M&S struggle to get it 
right. But as Crystal 
Palace resident Yuki Gomi explains, 
we've got our sushi in a bit of a muddle. 

In Japan, the dish fits into two distinct 
categories - home style and restaurant 
style. The former shares the status of our 
Sunday roast - served up at weekends 
and family gatherings. A trip to a sushi 
restaurant is generally reserved for 
special occasions, when intricately 
prepared delicacies like sea urchin and 
Bluefin tuna are served up (and you are 
left rather light of wallet). Here, a master 
sushi chef will train for three of four 
years just to get the rice spot on. 

Japanese native Yuki has worked as a 
private chef and taught home-style sushi 
making for years. Growing up with a 
mother who loved to cook and a father 
who loved to eat out, Yuki developed a 
sophisticated palate at a young age. She 
decided to turn her passion for food into 
to a career, embarking on a Le Cordon 
Bleu programme in French and 
international cuisine before training in 
an American fusion restaurant. Back 


in Japan she trained in various types 
of Japanese cuisine, moving to England 
to work in a traditional Japanese 
restaurant where she met her mentor, 
sushi chef Mr Tokunaga. 

But it was when training sushi 
makers for a Japanese food specialist in 
central London that she hit upon the 
idea of teaching people how to make 
sushi for themselves at home. 

"People were always asking me how 
to make sushi/ says Yuki, "so I decided I 
wanted to teach. I became a private chef, 
I had a client in the south of England 
and I would fly to France... One of my 
clients was Miriam Stoppard, the doctor, 
she loved healthy Japanese food, so 
I stayed with her, sometimes for the 
whole summer. But now I tend to teach/ 

Yuki has just released her first book. 
Sushi at Home: The Beginner's Guide to 
Perfect Simple Sushi , which guides 
Japanophiles and the plain epicurious 
through Japanese food culture and how 
to prepare simple sushi at home. Packed 
with more than 65 recipes, youTl 
discover how to make perfect sushi rice, 
clever alternatives to classic sushi styles 
- temari sushi, vegetarian sushi and 
soba sushi - and twists on favourite 



recipes like miso soup with clams 
and prawn salad with tahini mustard 
dressing. It's a beautiful book, 
photographed by Keiko Okawa, who has 
worked on cookbooks for Mary Berry 
and Yotam Ottolenghi. And no, you 
won't need to start sourcing rare types 
of fish - Yuki buys her ingredients from 
local farmers markets in Brockley, 

Herne Hill and West Norwood, as well 
as SMBS greengrocers and fishmongers 
Moxons, both on Lordship Lane. 

So what are the main differences 
between home and restaurant sushi? 

"Do you know nigiri? The one with a 
thin slice of fish on a rectangle of rice?"

one that's the most difficult to make 
and is normally done by a master sushi 
chef. So when we got to a restaurant in 
Japan, we normally expect to eat nigiri. 
We don't make it at home. 

'We normally make only rolls and 
handballs - inside-out California rolls 
or futomaki, the giant roll. We use 
Japanese omelette, cucumber and cooked 
fish too, like prawn or crab, or lots of 
different vegetables. When I was little 
I used to use tinned tuna, that sort of 
thing. That's the difference. It's very easy, 
and that's the whole point of the book.'

T hirty-two floors above the streets 
of Borough, Oblix at The Shard 
whisks you away from the 
hubbub of the capital and lays it all out in 
front of you in its most splendid form. 
Seated at a table by the window, facing 
north (alas - we did want to try and pick 
out our homes in the south, but I guess 
a view of St Paul's Cathedral and the 
Thames is nothing to be sniffed at), we 
promptly took care of ordering ourselves 
a glass of the house champagne - 
Bollinger - each before marvelling at how 
tiny everything looks at street level. 

You could be forgiven, with those 
killer views, for thinking the food would 
be distinctly average. But then you'd be 
a cynic, like moi. The food, conceived by 
Rainer Becker, who with Arjun Waney 
launched Zuma and Roka, is exceptional. 
Based on the premise of a New York 
grill bar, the menu is succinct and well 
considered (though veggies could be 
better catered for). Designed for sharing, 
we opted for three starters to sample, 
starting with the Borough Market bowl 
(full of fresh, seasonal salad and veg), 
a delicate seared beef with lime, chilli 
and ginger dressing, along with a 
wonderful lobster and scallop ceviche 
with a lingering jalapeno heat. 

A few sips of a crisp, grassy New 
Zealand sauvignon blanc - recommended

happy, but the main event was yet to 
arrive. A rosemary chicken with skodalia

infused mash, and tenderstem broccoli 
with a hint of chilli. The chicken was juicy 
with crispy skin and the steak meltingly 
divine (and at £16 and £29, reasonably 
priced too, I thought.)

Put your feet up 

Reflexology has many benefits for our health and wellbeing - from simple 
relaxation to a body MOT.

T 've long been fascinated by

E veryone wants a piece of 

Antigua. From pretty much 
day one, it's had people 
fighting over it - be it the 
Arawak Indians and Caribs 
(some of the first people to inhabit the 
country), to beady-eyed Christopher 
Columbus, who spotted this 
picture-perfect paradise in 1493 and 
promptly claimed it as his (well. Great 
Britain's) own. 

Nowadays, the island is home to just 
over 80,000 people, and welcomes 
around 100,000 visitors every year from 
the UK alone. It's not hard to see what 
all the fuss is about - it's one of the most 
stunning Caribbean destinations, with 
a mixture of rugged vistas inland, and 
powder-soft sandy beaches along the 
coast.

In what way has the local market 
changed in the last year? 

We operate principally in the SE22, SE5 
and SE15 postcodes. It is fair to say that 
SE22, and particularly Lordship Lane 
and its adjacent streets, had led the way 
in terms of attracting buyers to the area 
over recent years.
